Secretary of State Ac- 
cepts Suggestion To Hold 
Naval Conference Early 
in June. 


Washington, February 20.—(United 
News.)—The Japanese acceptance of 
President Coolidge’s proposal for a 
supplementary naval limitation con- 
ference is highly gratifying to the 
United States, Secretary of State Kel- 
logg said in a formal statement to- 
night. 

He accepted the suggestion of Japan 
that the discussions begin about June 
1 instead of in March when the League 
of Nations preparatory commission 
meets at Geneva. This commission 
probably will still be in session in 
June, Kellogg said, and it will be en- 


tirely practicable to wait until then: 


to start the naval discusions suggested 


by Coolidge. 


Secretary Kellogg said:

France said she could not consider ne- 
gotiations outside of the League of 
Nations conference itself and was 
therefore obliged to reject the presi- 
dent’s invitation for a discussion on 
the side. Italy is understood to take 
a similar attitude, although she has 
not made public her formal reply.

“There is no man who is not af- 
fected by present conditions on our 
farins, and there is no man who should 
feel that this movement does mot in- 
clude him.. 

Governor Walker's proclamation, in 
which he reviews the present situa- 
tion and outlines his plan, follows: 

Text of Proclamation. 

“Whereas: Agriculture is Geor- 
gia’s basic industry and the econo }>c 
condition of Georgia farmers at te 
present moment presents a problem of 
vital concern to every Georgian, owing 
to inadequate farm profits and conse- 
quent farm abandonment and unsatis- 
factory :ocial, educational and busi-

“Whereas: It is a matter of defi- 
nite knowledge that farmers in Geor- 
gia who have followed a program of 
diversification based upon live stock— 
a program generally known as the 
cow, hog, hen farm program —are en- 
joying’ a satisfactory condition of 
prosperity, and 

“Whereas: The organized forces of 
the state college of agriculture and 
the state department of agriculture, 
similar forces of the railroads an 
other agencies with the active backing 
of the Georgia association, a non- 
profit, statewide development and ad- 
vertising organization workin® unself- 
ishly for the development of the en- 
tire state, have brought assistance to 
farmers along these lines that has re- 
sulted during the past five years in 
the addition of nearly one hundred 
million dollars annually to the state's 
wealth, and 

“Whereas: The Gerrgia associa- 
tion proposes to invite all the busi- 
ness and civic forces of Georgia to 
concentrate their efforts for one week 
in the promotion of this program 
through the application of needed 
moral and credit support in backing 
up said agricultural forces of the 
state college of agriculture and other 
agencies mentioned, I, Clifford Wal- 
lker, governor of the state of Georgia, 
do hereby designate and proclaim the 
week beginning March 7, 1927, as 
‘Cow. Hog, Hen Week,’ and earnest- 
ly solicit in behalf of the Georgia 4As- 
sociation. the official aid of mayors 
and officials of Georgia municipali- 
ties and counties and all other civic 
and commercial organizations and es- 
pecially all the newspapers, in the 
istate of Georgia.’

Property val- 
ues are not al] that are involved in 
such controversies and under such cir- 
cumstances, We are bound in na- 
tional honor and as a proper rule of 
decency to give due weight tv the 
rights, the liberty, the independence 
and the physical and moral well-being 
of the people in whose. country such 
property is located or which we are 
asked to invade. We are bound to 
respect their policies, their right to 
modify or change their policies and to 
inaugurate that which they believe to 
be in the interests of the nation as a 
whole. 

“The narrow, sordid theory that we 
must have dollar for dollar and eye 
for an ese and a tooth for a tooth, 
can never be made to fit in the right 
of every nation to determine for itself 
what is wise and best for it to do. 
Substantial justice is all any nation 
can ask for under such circumstances, 
We should dea! in justice in such con- 
troversies and justice in such matters 
involves the rights and interests of 
the people with whom we deal as well 
as the rights and interests of our own 
nationals.”’ 

Defends Investments. 

The senator conceded the propriety 
of investment in Latin-American coun- 
tries. 

“It is proper, also,”’ he added, “that 
these interests and investments re- 
ceive the consideration due them under 
the rules of international law and the 
dictates of justice. But let us be 
certain that these material interests 
do net override and wholly dominate 
the respect and consideration due to 
a sovereign people. Our interests are 
not wholly selfish interests and I take 
it that our relationship is not wholly 
sordid, Our policy should not rest 
solely upon mahogany or oil, or de- 
pend for its execution upon warships 
and marines,” 

NEW NEUTRAL ZONES 
WILL BE ESTABLISHED. 
BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, February 20.—( United 
News.)—Further American occupa- 
tion of Nicaragua for protection of 
American and foreign interests endan- 
gered by civil war, was announced 
by the state department tonight. 

New zones of occupation include: 
The town of Leon, and Chinnandega, 
and the railroad from Corinto to Ma- 
nagua, the capital, 

The decision for further oceupation 
was taken by American Minister 
Charles B. Eberhardt and Admiral 
Latimer. 

The department announcement fol- 
lowed dispatch of 1,600 additional ma- 
rines from American ports for Nica- 
ragua yesterday. On arrival of the 
new forces the American strength in 
Nicaragua will number approximately 
rr hed 

The troops are occupying seven 
“neutral zones” on the eastern or 
Caribbean coast and maintaining an 
American legation guard at Managua. 

In creased apprehension in official 
circles here has been caused by un- 
expected military strength which the 
liberal revolutionists have developed 
on the eve of the impending battle of 
Matagalpa. 

Unconfirmed press dispatches from 
Nicaragua stated that 600 marines 
were landed at Corinto.

Pioneering Days in Canad: 


Ottawa, Ont., February 20.—When 
the Hudson Bay company, which is 
more than a century older than the 
United States, goes before the su- 
preme court of Canada soon in an ef- 
fort to uphold concessions conferred 
in the 17th century by Charles II of 
England, a romance of early Ameri- 
can history will be unfolded. 

_ It will be a romance of pioneering 
in the development of Canada, predat- 
ing the confederation of the provinces 
into a dominion by nearly 200 years. 

When Prince Rupert, the gallant 
cavalier of nearly three centuries ago, 
gathered together a company of ad- 
venturers to trade in and around the 
Hudson bay, he applied to Charles II 
for a charter. The western half of 
Canada, an area much larg-r than the 
corresponding half of the United 
States, was a wild, untilled country, 
but rich in furs. 


With a magnanimous stroke of his 
pen, King Charles practically gave the 
entire country to the prince. Ru- 
rert and his associates had the sole 
rights of trade. They had the royalty 
of the sea. They had all mine royalties 
of gold, silver, gems and precious 
stones, to be found anywhere within 
the borders of the territory. 

Tor nearly two hundred years Prince 
tupert and his successors, who had 
banded themselves together as the 
Hudson Bay company, enjoyed a mo- 
nopoly of trade in all its branches. 
They traded foodstuffs and gee-gaws 
to the Indians for valuable furs and 
they set up their own sovernment, 
much after the style of the East In- 
dian company in India. ‘The factor, 
us the chief trader in each post was 
known, was a virtual dictator, settling 
all disputes and punishing wrong- 
doers,

try. in 1867 and the following year a

New Jersey Hard Hit. 
The storm was especially severe in 


mouth Beach, N. J., inundating the 
tracks of the branch of the Central 
Railroad of New Jersey, operating 
between Atlantic Highlands and North 
Long branch, entirely covering the 
neck of land between the Atlantic 
ocean and the South Shrewsbury river, 
and threatening to carry away much 
of the bulkhead and some of the 
houses facing the ocean. 

There was a thrilling rescue of the 
family of James Embury, in Sea- 
bright. Embury and his wife enter- 
tained guests at their home. They 
were driven from the house when the 
seas battered against the sea wall and 
the ocean overflowed into the streets. 
Fearing for their safety, Embury, his 
wife and their three children, with 
the guests, sought shelter in a garage 
across the street from the Embury 
cottage, 

The seas broke through part of the 
bulkhead, undermined the cottage and 
caused it to collapse, and the water 
surrounding the garage before those 
in it were able to get out. When their 
plight became known, word was sent 
to the Monmouth Beach coast guard 
station and members of that crew 
launched a boat in the Shrewsbury 
river and rescued the Emburys and 
their gnests., 

Families Desert Homes. 

Seventy families fled from their 
homes when a flood tide aided by a 
high gale flooded the town of Morgan, 
N. J.. covering the state highway with 
a foot of water and the tracks of the 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey Central and 
the New York and Long Beach rail- 
roads with about six inches. 

The flood penetrated in some places 
a mile and a half back of the shore 
line carrying with it two schooners, 
which had broken away from their 
anchors, and leaving them on the flats 
when the waters receded. An empty 
coal barge, which had broken away 
from a string of ten. was also ma- 
rooned half a mile inland. 

Dominick Cirbine, 17. was rescued 
from a sand bar on which his row- 
boat was stranded about 200 yards 
off Coney Island. 

Police heard cries coming from the 
sea and commandeered a motorboat 
and rescued the boy who had been 
stranded for several hours. He was 
suffering from exposure. 

Ships Are Wrecked. 

Three shins were wrecked south of 
Asbury Park, according to Superin- 
tendent M. W. Rasmussen, of the fifth 
coast guard district, 

In one instance’ the three men 
aboard were rescued by means of the 
breeches buoy and landed safely on 
shore. 

A crew of four men was reported 
aboard another boat about five hun- 
dred yards off Little Egg coast guard 
station: ‘The seas were pounding the 
boat, and coast guard members feared 
shegmight be broken up during the 
storm. 

A four-masted schooner, anchored 
off Beach Haven. The strong wind 
and tides caused the boat to drift 
about nine and a half miles down the 
coast. Captain Rasmussen said she 
may be driven on the beach during 
the night. The crews of the North 
Brigantine, South Brigantine and the 
Bond coast guard stations were stand- 
ing by, but the seas were so rough it 
had been impossible to Jaunch a life 
boat to go to the aid of the schooner.

URUGUAYAN ACE 
STARTS FLIGHT 


Marina Dipisa, Italy, February 20. 
(P)\—The Uruguayan aviator, Major 
Tade Larre-Borges, hopped off today 
on his projected trans-Atlantic flight 
to Montevideo, Uruguay. The plane 
took the air at 10 o’clock this morn- 
ing with Malaga, Spain, as its first 
scheduled stop. : 

Major Larre-Borges’ machine is a 
single plane hydroairplane, similar to 
that of De Pinedo, but it is carrying 
3.850 kilograms (about 8.400 pounds) 
which is 450 more than De Pinedo. 

Larre-Borges will be guided, if nec- 
essary, by signals from the steamer 
Mendoza, which left Marseilles Feb- 
rnary 10, with Senora Larre-Borges 
and their four children aboard, 

Like De Pinedo’s plane, that used 
by Larre-Borges has two 500 horse- 
power motors. It can make about the 
same speed as the Santa Maria, but 
its cruising radius is 4,000 kilometers, 
as compared with 3,000 for the other, 
and it consumes 170 liters of gasoline 
per hour instead of 180, and carries 
4.200 meters, instead of 3,500. 


Major Larre-Borges plans to make 
the voyage in six hops, including a 
non-stop flight between the mainlands 
of Africa and South America. 

The Uruguayan's itinerary calls for 
landings at Malaga, the Canary Is- 
lands: Dakar, Senegal; Pernambuco, 
ay sa Rio De Janeiro and Monte- 
video, 

The seaplane used by Major Larre- 
Borges was built here expressly for 
this flight. The other members of its 


crew are Captain Jose Ibarra, Glauco 


Larre-Borges, wireless operator, and 
Jose Figolu, mechanic. 


URUGUAYAN AVIATOR

Throughout America there is a 
Spirited state interest, emphasized 
by legislative acts and discussions 
in forestry. A few years ago but 
little attention was given the sub- 
ject, although of the greatest pos. 
sible economic interest. The pub- 
lic thought did not penetrate the fu- 
ture, as it always should. The as- 
sumption seemed to be that the tim- 
ber supply could never be exhausted 
—that the question of reforestation 
was visionary. On account of this 
indifference the most flagrant abuses 
were practiced. Forests were muti- 
lated, 


And then it was realized one day 
that the timber supply was rapidly 
becoming exhaust:d—that Georgia 
had almost dissipated? one of her 
richest treasures. The situation in 
Georgia was the same as in other 
of the pine belt states, the same as 
in the hardwood belt of the north- 
west. 

After so long the people began to 
think—and then to act. Now the 
forestry movement is one of the 
great economic issues of the day. 

In New York a bill has just been 
introduced calling for the expend- 
iture of $100,000,Q00 on a state 
land purchase for reforestation. It 
is strongly supported. 


Pennsylvania has initiated one of | 


the most ambitious forestry plans 
of any of the states. In 1923 a 
measure was passed authorizing a 
bond issue of $25,000,000 for the 
purchase of lands for reforestation. 
It repassed the measure in 1925 and 
in 1928 the proposal will go to the 
voters for approval. Its ratification, 
it is said, is assured, : 

One of the northwestern states 
has recently enacted legislation to 
encourage private reforestation by 
limiting the yearly tax on refor- 
ested lands ito a low rate, and im- 
posing a specified final tax when 
the timber is cut, 25 or more years 
hence. This plan eliminates a hand- 
icap that has stood in the way of 
progress in private reforestation. It 
is admitted, to illustrate, that cut- 
over lands in Georgia will net more 
each year per acre set to pine trees, 
by the annual increase in board feet, 
at prevailing prices, than if used for 
any other purpose. And yet by rea- 
son of the long process of matur- 
ing, there is necessity—if encour- 
aged—to make some equitable ad- 
justment as to annual taxes. 

The Georgia legislative committee 
is considering that very question— 
not exemptions from taxes, but a 
Stabilization at initial assessments 
until the growing timber is sold, and 
then a taxation upon the gross sales

‘This is the only 
color which accompanied the emperor 
throughout his campaigns in Germany 
and Flanders, and it flew at Water- 
loo. It was this color, too, which 
yeneral Petit held on the great parade 
at Fontainebleau in which Napoleon 
bade farewell to his troops before go- 
ing into exile, and which he kissed in 
the presence of his grenadiers, saying:

Yes, customers, I actually heard 
such a speech at a reunion of the 
graduates of district number three, 
school township of . But let’s 
be charitable. Venerable men get 
childish and forgetful. ‘Th*s particu- 
lar old gentleman forgot how earnest 
youngsters of the goou old days stuffed 
rags in the stove-pipe and gave the 
scholars an enforced recess. He didn’t 
remember the time Bill Way so bal- 
anced a pail of water that when the 
door was opened the teacher thought 
a cloudburst had engulf:d her. If 
the picture of how a nice night-walk- 
ing little Llack and white ercriure 
was thrown into the wood shed still 
hung on memory’s wall the _ orator 
chose not to see it But why 
remind him? The sands are flowing 
swiftly now from the hour glass of his 
life so let him enjoy his indoor sport 
of talking about the “Good Old Days.” 

In a wholly detached and abstract 
way I love the small country school. 
And God must love them as He has so 
many of them.

Let’s leave the good old days and the 
little red school bouse to the poets 
and the passing generation and strive 
for more and more schools of the mod- 


ern type.

“My seven-year-old boy started off 
to school finely. I had taught him 
writing and arithmetic. I felt sure he 
would get into the second grade Well, 
I took him to school and from the 
start the teacher was very discour- 
teous. Later I saw her again and che 
sill felt herself to be a distinctly su- 
perior person. 

“I had intended to visit the school 
a few times each year, but it is not a 
custom here for parents or school 
boards to visit schools. Naturally the 
teacher put my boy with the beginners 


}and he had to sit all day with little to 


do. Conscquently he is rapidly for- 
getting all that I had taught him.

In 1896 the democrats held in Chi-

That was the famous 
first Bryhn convention, followed by 
a strenuous and spectacular campaign, 
but in the November election Illinois, 
Indiana, Michigan and Wisconsin, all 
surrounding Chicago, went pell mell 
republican. So the democrats got no 
“party advantage” that year by con- 
vening in Chicago. 

In 1900 the democratic convention 
was held in Kansas City, practical 
center for Missouri, Iowa, Kansas 
and Nebraska. Missouri went demo- 
cratic, “as usual,” that year, but the 
other three neighboring states lined 
up in the republican column. No 
“party advantage” visible in those re- 
sults!

The Volte Face of Missouri. 


Next came on the national conven- 
tion ef 1904, when we went out to St. 
Louis to “eliminate Bryanism, restore 
ancient democracy and win the east 
back to Jeffersonism!”’ We 
‘roaring convention and nominated 
Parker, the very Pericles of the gold- 
bug plutocracy of Wall street—an 
even old “rock-ribbed Missouri’ went 
republican along with Illinois, Indiana 
and Iowa! So the party reaped a 
great disadvantage by convening that 
year in Missouri. 

In 1908 we went out to Denver to 
recover Bryanism and the west. We 
recovéred the five votes of Colorado 
that had flunked in 1904, but gained 
nothing in Utah and Wyoming. They 
stuck fast in the republican column.

Safe Milk. 
Is it better to boil milk or just 


heat it up a little for the feeding 

of a baby? (R. E. §S.) 

Answer—Any bottle food for a 
young baby should be warmed to about 
body heat by standing the bottle in 
warm water just before feeding. If 
you mean to make the milk safe for 
.the baby, it is preferable to boil it 
a minute, as that probably does not 
destroy so much of the antiscorbutie 
vitamin ia milk as the more prolo::zed 
milder heating (pasteurization) does. 
If it is possible to give the baby cer- 
tified milk, of course, that is safe to 
feed raw. The only reason for pas 
teurizing (heating up t+ about 145 de- 
-rees l’ahrenLeit- ord holdine at that 
temperature 20 minutes, then cooling) 
or boiling milk for a baby is to kill 
disease germs which may be in ordi- 
nar‘ market milk. In r:any communi- 
ties all milk entering the market must 
be pasteufized, under local health regu- 
lations.

SWEDISH-BELGIAN 
ALLIANCE BRINGS 


SWEEPING TREATY | 


Stockholm, February 20.—(4)—The 
royal Swedish-Belgian matrimonial al- 
liance of last fall between Princess 
Astrid and Crown Prince Leopold has 
been followed by an agreement be- 
tween the two countries never to go 
to war over any cause even those 
usually exeluded. ‘‘vital interests” and

In submitting this pact for ratifica- 
tion to the Swedish riksdag, Foreign 
Minister FEliel Lofgren said this was 
the first time Sweden ever had ex- 
changed such sweeping pledges with 
any nation outside those of Scandina- 
via.

Boycott Failed. 

Dr. Bricker then related the suc- 
ceeding developments, telling how the 
church authorities tried to ignore the 
law, and called upon Mexican people 
for a national boycott of the govern- 
ment, commanding them to stop mo- 
tion picture attendance, and not to 
buy anything other than the Dare ne- 
cessities. The people themselves re- 
fused to obey the boycott, he said, as 
an evidence of the waning power of 
the church over the Mexicans. ‘Then, 
he said, the government called into 
effect the Jaws calling: for a complete 
separation of church and «state, with 
the churches reverting to the state as 
its property.

Since 1913, "until within the past 
few days, New Haven has had a repu- 
tation exactly the reverse of that en- 
joyed for generations prior to 1915 
With the exception of 1890, from 1873 
inclusive to 1895, New Haven paid 
10 per cent dividends with 8 per cent 
distributed regularly thereafter until 
payments were passed in 1913. For 
generations prior to 1913 ownership of 
New Haven stock here in Wall strect 
and throughout the New England 
states which were the first in the 
union to go in for investments, was 
considered a badge of financial respec- 
tability. It took years after 1915 for 
New England to realize what had hap- 
pened to New Haven. Then for years 
the belief prevailed that New Haven 
could not come back. New England, 
however, is now again buying New 
Haven shares. 

By 1920 New Haven had used ‘up 
its accumulated surplus in paying un- 
earned fixed charges and instead had 
a deficit of $31,824,000. This deficit 
was increased to $51,582,000 by the 
end of 1922. The 1926 annual report 
made public a few days ago showed 
that the profit and loss deficit had 
been reduced to $36,712000 with $27.- 
418,000 of surplus earnings appropri- 
ated for capital improvements which 
ay A be used to reduce this deficit to 

For ct New Haven earned a sur- 
plus for dividends of $8,243,000 equal 
to $5.24 a share on the stock. This 
compares with a surplus of $7.418,000 
for 1925, with $2,998,000 for 1924 and 
a deficit after fixed charges of $2,- 
917,000 for 1923. Including New 
Haven’s equity in Boston & Maine, 
New Haven could show nearly $7 a 
share earned last year for its stock. 

From what may be learned from 
brokers here having offices in New 
England, New England is again buy- 
ing New~ Haven shares with its 
eve on the future. It is possible 
that Pennsylvania is increasing its 
holdings of New Haven which, accord- 
ing to the 1925 Pensylvania annual re- 
port, the latest available, amounted to 
$5.312.000.

Rumania was accused today by Rabbi 
Stephen 8S. Wise, of New York, of 
harassing and persecuting its Jewry 
by a violation of rights and infliction 
of wrongs that stopped only “this 
side of pogroms.” 

Addressing the opening session of 
the American Jewish congress as its 
president, the rabbi said the life of 


‘the Jew in Rumania had become one 


of “misery and calumny, of oppres- 
sion and proscription, of humiliation 
and shame.” He regretted that the 
United States, not being in the League 
of Nations, was “impotent to voice 
a protest.” Rabbi Wise shared the 
speakers’ program with Senator Borah, 
Max D. Steuer and Judge Julian W. 
Mack, of New York, and others. 
“Rumania is the only one of the 


try and its arms were associated 
wherein the status of the Jews has 
become worse rather than better since 
the war,” he said.

ness of Rumanian justice,” he cited 
an incident in which a young Jewish 
Protestant, “dragged into court as if 
he were criminal,’ was assassinated 
instead of given the “sanctuary of 
the law.” 

‘Let Rumania bethink herself,” he 
warned, “‘lest she seal her moral doom 
by achieving the succession of czarist 
Russia in the matter of wrong and 
injustice to the Jew.” 

In the United States, the rabbi said, 
there was nothing to record except 
“an unlessened antagonism to the 
incoming of the foreigner and espe- 
cially the immigrant from the despised 
because inferior Mediterranean lands, 
which have contributed little of mo- 
ment to a civilization that lives by 
cotton, steel, and corn.” oe 

“Time and time again.” he said, 


'“‘we have called the attention of the 
‘committees of congress to the cruel- 


est of the hardships which the quota 
regime inflicts—the ruthless separa- 
tion of family members—but thus far 


to little avail. 


“It is unbelievable that America 
will forever forswear’ the tradition 
of asylum or sanctuary, wrought out 
of and in turn fortifying to one of 
the noblest moods of America.” 


The executive committee of the con- 
gress reported that the position of 
Jewish minorities in European coun- 
tries was not satisfactory because 
the treaties giving equal rights to 


Jews were “contravened with impu- 
nity.” Hungary, it asserted, had not 
fulfilled provisions of the _ treaties 
granting equal educational facilities to 
all citizens, and Rumania and Poland 
had failed to carry 
their nationality laws.

They will be equipped with 
rifles, shotguns, pistols and plenty of 
ammunition, 

Furthermore, the police “have ma- 
chine guns and tear bombs,” accord- 
ing to Chief of Detectives Shoemaker. 
Reports were that the machine guns 
and tear bombs would also form part 
of the detective squads’ armament but 
Shoemaker would not confirm this.
